This 
gives opponents of a measure the pow- 
er to hold up a bill by threatening to 
move a call of.the house, in-which 
event it is impossible to proceed with

Senators 


Munson, chairman of the committee; 
Rogers and. Smith favored the min- 
ority bill, declaring themselves in fav- 
or of trying a man first and taking 
away his license after he was found 
guilty. They argued that in this as 
in other cases the accused should be 
presumed innocent until proven guil- 
rty and that a-board operating under 
extra-constitutional power ought not 
to be empowered to declare a man 
guilty and compel him to seek a trial 
under tfie presumption of guilt. Sen- 
ators Wilcox, Stondall and Noble fav- 
ored the assembly bill, declaring that 
the board should have large powers 
and that it would not be abused. They 
also declared that if a physician were 
wrongfully declared guilty he could 
prove his innocence in the courts. The

clothe the board with powers of per- 
secution, that the board could declare 
a man guilty for one alleged offense 
and after he had secured a reversal

One of the most bitterly contested 


fights of the closing days of the leg- 
islature was dumped upon the senate 
last night by the committee on state 
affairs, being the controversy over 
the so-called medical advertising bill. 
No. 253a, to empower the state board 
of medical examiners to revoke the 
licenses of certain physicians 
who 


are guilty of certain so-called immor- 
al, O.isfliondrable and unprofessional 
conduct In their practice arid who ad- 
vertise - improperly and claim' to be 
able to cure diseases which are said 
by some physicians to be incurable. 
The advertising feature is not an ele- 
ment of the controversy, for that has 
been adjusted satisfactorily to all; 
but the proposition to empower the 
board of examiners to revoke a physi- 
cian's license and kill him profession- 
ally .is the kernel of the fight 
The

reau : 


During the week ended May 29 most 


of the country experienced! -unfavor- 
able temperature. Rains interfered 
with farm work . i.. portions of the. 
South Atlantic and East Gulf states, 
Tennessee and over an area extending 
from central 
Texas 
northward 
to 


South Dakota, and in portions of the 
lake region. At the close of the week 
rain was 'much needed in New Eng- 
land and th'c Middle.Atlantic states, 
and sunshine and warmth 
in 
the 


South Atlantic and East Gulf states 
and the Missouri valley. 


Cold Weather Retards Crops., 


Corn planting is largely finished, ex- 


cept in the lake region, Ohio valley 
and northern portion of the. Middle 
Atlantic states. Throughout the prin- 
cipal 
corn states 
germination and 


'growth 'Of -corn 'have been very slow, 
owing to cool weather, and more than 
the usual amount of replanting will be 
necessary. 
In the central gulf states 


part of the crop has been laid by. -In 
this region .corn has suffered consid- 
erably from overflows. In northern 
Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas and.Ten- 
nessee corn -is' much in need of cultl 
vatlon. 


Winter wheat has suffered slight de- 


terioration in portions of the central 


nd western districts of the winter 
irheat belt, but it continues promising 
n the 'eastern districts, an improve- 
ment being reported from Ohio. 


' Rust and Blackheads. 


Reports of injury from rust continue 


rom Kentucky, Tennessee, Missouri, 
Oklahoma and Texas, and rust and 
lackheads are appearing in Illinois. 


Generally the reports indicate that 
wheat is heading low. 
In California 


he crop'is maturing rapidly and an 
verage yield is indicated. In Oregon 


and Washington growth has been rap- 
d 
too rank growth being reported 


rom Oregon, where it Is in danger of 
edging. 
Although, freezing temperatures oc- 


curred in the northern 'portion of the 
iprintr wheat region, spring wheat is 
reported as in good condition in Min- 
nesota, and whjle frost in North Da- 
kota proved injurious, the crop m that 
state has not been seriously damaged. 
Over the 'soutUern 
portion 
of 
the 


spring wheat region the crop has made 
more 
favorable 
progres, 
although 


growth has been slow. On the north 
Pacific coast spring wheat is much im- 
proved in Washington, hut in Oregon 
t has advanced slowly. " 


Oat Promise Generally Good. 
. 


In the Dakotas, Minnesota and Ne- 


braska oats have made slow growth, 
and the crop has suffered • deteriora- 
tion in Texas and portions of the Mid- 
dle Atlantic states, but.elsewhere and 
in principal producing states the out- 
look continues very promising. 


Throughout nearly the whole of the 


cotton belt cotton is much in need of 
cultivation, and reports ot abandoned 
fields are received from the Carollnas, 
Georgia, Alabama and Louisiana. Good 
stands are generally reported, but 
much planting remains to be done in 
northern Texas, and planting is unfin- 
ished in Arkansas. In southern Texas 
and 
in 
portions of .the central and 


eastern districts the situation is im- 
proved, and the crop.is doing well in 
localities. 
Squares are now forming 


in the southern portions of the central 
and eastern districts.1 Boll 
weevils 


are increasing In Texas. The general 
outlook for a good crop of hay con- 
tinues promising.

Atlantic 
seaboard, 


thence across the Atlantic and through 
the .Suez canal to China and Japan, 
has diverted -to the Pacific coast and 
the'Western route by reason'of the 
presence of the Russian squadron in 
the Atlantic ,and Eastern, waters 


• It'Is said the Atlantic and Mediter- 
ranean are well patronized 
by Rus- 


sian vessels and the danger of cap- 
ture is much greater than in transit 
across the.Pacific. 
Consequently ex- 


jorts from this coast have shown a 
wonderful increase. One disadvantage 
of shipping from the 'East via the Pa- 
cific-coast is the long 
railroad hau 


across the continent, but it-, is said 
that the rates from 
Pittsburg 
and 


cities in. that vicinity 
to Japan are 


about equal'either via the.Pacific or 
Atlantic. 
•Cotton Shipments are Heavy. 


The exports to Japan have consist- 


ed of immense quantities of flour, ma- 
chinery, locomotives, steel rails, raw 
cotton, leather, domestics and every 
conceivable'article needed/by man tor 
food, shelter an'd "raiment. The ship- 
ments of cotton are the heaviest in 
the'history of the Pacific coast, while 
the. amount of machinery and steel 
exported has never before been equal- 
ed here. 
, ' 
Almost every steamer sailing from 


Tacoma in months has carried loco- 
motives, for there has been a great 
demand for 'railroad equipment from 
Japan. 
In building the 
railroad in. 


Corea it is said that Japan 
stripped 


her own railroads of engines and oth- 
er equipment, and it was necessary 
to replenish the rolling stock of her 
own roads. 
Consequently it c°"ld 


truthfully be stated by shippers that 
the locomotives, and 'machinery were 
for peaceful purposes. Electrical ma- 
cninery, besides 
flour 
and sawmill 


paraphernalia have gone to the Far 
East in shipload lots. 


While Japan has been buying many 


million dollars' worth of goods, China 
has been not far behind. Never be- 
fore have the exports of domestics 
and cotton pieces been'so great as in 
the 'last six months and this product 
goes to Chinese' ports.. The 
cotton 


products come'from the mills of New 
England and the Southern states. 


Orient Buying Raw; Material. 


"It is a ' remarkable : fact, but true 


nevertheless," -added this well inform 
ed marine man, "that where we were 
shipping the finished product 
a few 


year's ago, Oriental countries are buy 
ing raw materials now. We formerlj 
exported wire"nails'and cigarettes in 
great quantities.- Now these have 
dwindled . considerably,

crude wire .and leaf tobacco are going 
in large consignments. 
The Orien 


is getting machinery and 
doing its 


own manufacturing. Japan is in ad 
vance of China as evidenced by the 
fact that "China 'imports goods, while 
Japan buys the" raw cotton and make 
the cloth" at home."

June First Sees the Work of Discov- 


ering the Population, Start 


in Earnest. 


Census enun_erators"throughout the 


state began the taking of. the state 
industrial census today, and a force 
of clerks under the direction .of the 
secretary of state' and the .supervi- 
sion of Thomas'Herreid, head of the 
state, census bureau, have sent out 
the final blanks and copies of instruc- 
tions to the enumerators. 
In addi- 


tion to statistics in regard to the'pop- 
ulation, personal description, nativity 
and occupation or profession, more 
Industrial statistics.than any previous 
state census will be gathered 
this 


year. 
The blanks include informa- 


tion regarding agriculture,' dairying, 
manufacturing and- mining, the state 
militia, soldiers and- sailors'und other 
information of a-similar nature. Under 
the state census laws the penalty for 
falsification of any figures given an 
enumerator is $250, and a heavy fine 
Is also provided for refusal to answer 
any question asked. Enumerators are 
urged to Impress upon those who do 
show a,"-wiliingness to answer ques- 
tions, that the Information sought is 
confidential, and that its only use will 
be to deduce facts as regards 
the 


progress of Lhe state numerically and 
industrially.

sus bureau, the machinery used is 
provided by the county clerks of the 
state and -under the direction of the 
town, .city and village clerks in the 
districts within the county.

George E. Lorenz Appears as Witness 


for the Government in the Postal 


Fraud Cases at Washington. 


Washington, June 1.—Dr. George R. 


Lorenz o£ Toledo, O., who was. convict- 
ed with August W. Machen and'Sam- 
uel and Diller B. Groff on charges of 
conspiracy to defraud the government 
in connection with" contracts for fur- 
nishing supplies for the postoffice de- 
partment, turned state's evidence in, 
the trial of Will.iam G. Crawford, who 
is charged with conspiracy. Machen 
and-Lorenz were indicted jointly with 
Crawford.-' The former pleaded guilty 
and-, was sentenced to an .additional 
two- years in the 
penitentiary .'at

granted ft'separate trial. 


Lorenz declared that an agreement 


had been formed by himself, • Machen 
and- Crawford1 to get contracts-to fur- 
nish letter carrier satchels' to .the 
postoffice department and that' they 
had shared in the profits.

tracts were gained by. reason of Mach- 
en's connection with the supply divi- 
sion of the pcstofflce department 'and 
were filled by Crawford, who was the 
general manager of the Postal De- 
vice and Lock company of New York. 
Lorenz was the go-between.

tween'the three men, Lorenz called' it j 
a subsidiary company. He was asked 
by Holmes Conrad, special counsel for 
the government, who were meant by 
"subsidiary company," and he said 
Machen, Crawford and himself. 


"Who first suggested the division of 


the profits under the contract ob- 
tained by Crawford's company?" asked 
Mr. Conrad. 


"Machen. was in my room and said 


there should be some agreement as to 
the division of the spoils," was the re- 
ply. 
"He said: ' 'Crawford may sug- 


gest that he receive |one-fourth, 'and 
that one-half shall come to me. If he 
does, that will be satisfactory to me.'
